One of the most vivid revela- 


tions as to the barbarism ol.Jap- 
anese warriors b a letter written 
by Marine Sergeant George C. 
Munier of 65 Third avenue who 
was killed on Okinawa, May 12. 


The 
manuscript, 
which 
tells 


how the Nips slaughtered and ate 
marines to keep from starving, 
was written by Ihe brave son 
of Mrs. Mary Municr while he 
was home on leave May 31, 19'M. 
He gave instructions not to open 
it unless he failed to return, and 
added that he'd like to have it 
printed In The Freeman, evident- 
ly to let homelront Americans 
know about frontline sacrifices. 


Referring to 
a possible dis- 


charge, he wrote: "1 told them I 
Would not get out of this uniform 
until this war is over, or until 
I give my life for my country 
. . . Suppose they (the Japs) 
would have come to the U. S. A.? 
What would happen to all you 
people? 


Young Municr expressed him- 


self in this manner, because he 
knew the ferocity of the Japanese, 
having learned their ways from 
battling them on Guadalcanal. "I 
had lots of time to study those 
Japs and they arc a rotten bunch," 
he commented.

The letter rends: 


Mother: 


I am going to he sent back to 


some Pacific Island, where 1 will 
go in the field again.

cause at Guadalcanal we got the 
yellow rats, but this time they 
will be wailing for us. 
.'I always said Chubby will never 


'cpmo home, because he Is. In the 
toughest outfit of the Marines. He 
came nome and now I am going 
again. It will be I'.who will not 
come back.

This time the Jans will be wait- 


ing for us. I had lots of time- to 
study those Japs and they are a 
rotten bunch'.

where-they raped the nuns and 
native., women and girls.. killed 
them .or'cut-open their insides. 
They even. vMsected.our marines 
while they were nTivc. When I 
and my platoon were scouting in 
the mountains wc came to a val- 
ley where the fires were still burn- 
ing and saw where those Japs, 
who were trapped, ate our marines 
and natives so they would not 
*tarve.

The most that can be 
oped for, and I pray for It ardently, is that we 
hall find some way of avoiding another futile and 
ndeclslvc war with anybody. 


The propaganda of the moment Is that Soviet 


Russia's Imperialism is .justiHed because that coun- 
ry jequlrcs bulwarks for her security, 
friendly 


tales to avoid future wars. And the friendship 
s achieved by conquests, purges, the arrest of 
atlve leaders, the setting up of puppet covcrn- 
ncnts headed by members of the Comintern and 
he closing of the doors to all these countries In the 
aces of Russia's allies. No American military 
dicers, no American diplomats, no American com- 
lerclal agents, no American business men. no 
jnerlcan newspapermen have been admitted in' 
errltory In Europe conquered by American blood, 
rms, money and food. At the moment of writing, 
imcrlcans arc forbidden Berlin, Vienna, Prague 
—although their connuest would have been impos- 
ible without the United States. And nobody ever 
ays. that the day will not come when security will 
cquire that new bulwarks be seized to protect the 
Idcr ones. 


American censorship supports the Russian po- 


itlon In the hope that if the truth is withheld from 
he American people, something good might come 
f it. This Mlcnwberlike policy is without dignity 
)r honor. And it strengthens the Russian bluff 
hat Stalin possesses the power to keep the Ameri- 
:an military out of Berlin, the American diplomats 
lUt of Prague. The Russians are slapping our 
aces in this respect not because Stalin dislikes us 
mt because the more he can convince the Euro- 
wans that wo are spineless and purposeless and 
nckine dignity and honor, the stronger will be the 
lussian hegemony over Europe. From a Russian 
itandpoint, his policy is absolutely sound and benc- 
iclal to Russia as, long as it does not lead to the 
tombing of Moscow and a forceful pushing of the 
Russians back to their own borders. 


And the probability is that Soviet Russia can 


ilay.this game out with success because the Ameri- 
can people arc increasingly bored by this European 
var and by the politics of it. In (act, an increas- 
ng number of them are wondering whether it was 
worth a million casualties and ?300,000,000,000 in 
debt and the reduction of the food supply of our 
own country to achieve little more than the sub- 
stitution of Stalin for Hitler as master of Europe. 
To too many Americans, it is becoming clear that 
somebody has been had and it looks like Uncle 
Sap. And until every American boy who is a 
M-lsoner of war in Europe Is back home with his

This country needs most a patriotic, even a

hospital, stage or screen, is of a stout middlc-agec 
or elderly man with foot bandaged. His pain :

Patients with gout really do suffer, and as diet i. 
the factor in causing the -disease with its pain 
repeated attacks nrc common. 


At one lime, it was thought that alcohol was ; 


big factor besides excess food intake, particular! 
meats. Jt is now generally agreed that food is th 
main cause and that gouty individuals ore sensitive 
to meat, eggs, or other proteins. It is protein foods 
and other substances that cause various svmptoms 
of allergy (in those who are of the allergic lyiw 
—hay fever, asthma, eczema, stomach nnd inlcstina 
upsets. Thus the treatment for gout in relieving 
and preventing attacks is avoiding or cutting dowi 
on protein foods. 


What may be an improvement on our prcscn 


diet treatment of gout is reported hv Dr. C. E 
Barlels in the Journal of the Tennessee Mcdica 
Association. l)r. Barlels' diet treatment consist. 
of n diet low in proteins and low in fnts — butter 
cream, fat meals— but high in e.irbohvdrntcs- 
brcad, potatoes, sugar. The usual mcdic-il treat 
ment, cinchophcn. given in decreasing doses, wa. 
the other part of the treatment.

New York, June 4 '/D—The U. S. 


First Army, famed for the "firsts" 
it recorded in Its dash from the 
Normandy beaches into Germany, 
today had another "first" to its 
credit—the first fighting group to 
send home a complete unit for re- 
deployment to the Pacific. 


Cramming the deck of the 


troopship Monliccllo. a former lux- 


I ury liner, 1,453 nfllecrs and men of 


the army that was the first to in- 
vade continental lUiropc, the first 
to span the Rhine, and the first to 


hands with the Russians at 


;hc Elbe river, debarked yesterday 
U a New York harbor pier to the 
sound of whistles, sirens and jive 
music. 


The men were among 10,000 vet- 


erans of the European struggle 
who arrivpd here aboard three 
troopships and four Libe'rty ships 
which nudged their way into the 
jarbor through a mist that almost 
shrouded the Statue of Liberty. 


The Monticellp, which bore a 


huge "A", the First Army's insig- 
nit, fashioned from army tents at 
Weimar, Germany, also carried 
3,:i39 liberated prisoners who were 
lakcn to Camp Kilmer, N. J.. and 
409 wounded soldiers and sailors 
who were sent to Italloran Gen- 
eral Hospital, Statcn Island. 


The other troopships were the 


Lcjcune, which carried 2,424 lib- 
crated Americans. 377 rotational 
roops and 701 wounded, and the 
Snnla Margarita, with 199 liber- 
ated prisoners. 


The John B, TTood. one of the 


Liberty ships, which brought home 
350 American soldiers, displayed a 
gaping 10-foot hole in its bow, the 
result of a collision involving 14 
ships off Grand Banks, Newfound- 
and, last Sunday when two vessels 
struck icebergs. 


Joseph Sutton, the Hood's chief 


officer, said the ship was one of 96 
vessels, traveling 150 feet apart, 
which were helpless for almost a 
week from dense fog.
